The  population  has  been  estimated  as  28C  fewer  than  last  year.  There 
v»as  a  natural  increase  of  births  over  deaths  of  64.  There  is  not 
much  change  in  the  vital  statistics  from  those  of  recent  years,  the 
births  maintaining  a  high  figure,  but  with  the  smaller  population 
and  seven  more  deaths  than  the  previous  year  the  death  rate  is 
slightly  higher.  There  was  no  significant  change  in  the  causes  of 
death,  there  were  more  deaths  from  pneumonia  and  few  deaths  from 
Tuberculosis  again.  how  for  the  eighth  consecutive  year  no  deaths  as 
a  result  of  childbirth  were  recorded.  The  one  death  from  notifiable 
infectious  disease  apart  from  Tuberculosis  was  due  to  Acute 
Encephalitis.

Two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  removed  to  Hospital. 

Other  eases  notified  were  1  Erysipelas,  1  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

There  was  no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease.  Scarlet  Fever 
’was  less  than  the  cverago  and  was  of  a  mild  form  as  also  were  the 
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cases  of  Measles  and  .hooping  Cough.  There  were  no  deaths  from  any 
of  these  diseases*  For  the  fourth  consecutive  year  there  were  no 
cases  of  diphtheria-  It  looks  as  if  we  are  reaping  the  reward  of 
immunisation  though  the  absence  of  the  disease  in  recent  years  should 
not  give  rise  to  complacency  for  there  are  a  considerable  number  of 
children  in  the  area  unprotected  as  the  following  figures  show.

Water  Samples  •. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  the  Council’s  water  supply  to  Frees 
snowed  the  quality  of  the  -water  to  be  satisfactory, 

B,  Coli  were  absent  in  100  cc; 

This  supplies  about  200  houses.  Apart  from  about  JOC  s.dditional  houses 
which  are  supplied  from  private  supplies,  the  remaining  houses  in  the 
area  obtain  their  water  from  wells  end  springs.  The  quality  and 
quantity  of  many  of  these  supplies  leaves  uch  to  be  desired  and  the 
I'Uinp  or  spring  is  often  some  distance  from  the  houses.  A  piped  supply 
for  a  large  proportion  of  the  houses  in  the  district  is  provided  for 
in  the  Council’s  scheme  as  prepared  by  the  Consulting  engineer  in 
accordance  with  the  Rural  -ater  Supply  and  Sewage  Act  1944*  The 
original  scheme  has  been  considerably  modified  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  no  final  decision  had  been  arrived  at  as  to  where  the  water  was 
to  come  from,  or  whether  more  than  one  source  was  to  be  used.- 

Housing, 

The  survey  in  accordance  with  the  Robhouse  report  was  completed  during 
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the  year  following  the  completion  of  the  deliberations  of  the 
Technical  Sub-committee  which  was  appointed  by  the  County 
Advisory  Committee  as  set  out  in  para  115  of  the  report.  The 
object  of  the  Sub-committee  was  to  adopt  uniform  standards  for 
demolition,  reconditioning  and  repairs,  and  to  arrange  for  the 
comprehensive  survey  and  periodic  inspection  of  rural  housing 
conditions  as  suggested  in  Chapter  7  of  the  report.  Standards 
were  recommended  to  the  advisory  committee,  which  eventually  adopted 
rhem,  for  houses  to  be  placed  into  the  four  categories  laid  down 
in  the  Report, 

Category  1.  Houses  fit  for  habitation,  satisfactory  in  al"  respects. 
Category  2,  Houses  with  minor  defects  only- 


Category  5"  Houses  with  major  defects,  requiring  repairs,  structural 
alterations  or  improvement. 

Category  4’  Houses  requiring  demolition-. 

As  a  result  there  should  be  no  marked  difference  of  standard  in  the 
different  rural  districts  in  the  County.  It  is  obviously  an 


advantage  that  there  should  be  uniformity  of  standard  throughout 
the  Country  and  that  as  high  as  possible.

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'fiie  survey  does  not  show  extensive  overcrowding  but  among  the  51 
houses  there  are  some  bad  cases,  huch  of  it  is  due  to  lack  of 
houses  for  married  sons  and  daughters  who  perforce  have  to  share  a 
house  with  their  parents,  blouses  which  often  are  hardly  adequate  to 
accommodate  the  growing  family  are  seriously  overcrowded  when  the 
children  as  they  grow  up  marry,  can  find  no  house  of  their  own,  and 
!o  two  or  more  families  have  to  live  under  the  same  roof.  The  prospect 
of  many  of  them  obtaining  0,  house  seems  remote  and  nather  hopeless. 

In  last  year ; s  report  it  was  stated  that  plans  and  sites  for  76  of 
the  30  houses  for  the  first  year's  Programme  had  been  approved  by  the 
Minister  of  health.  At  the  end  of  194-6  the  preparation  of  the  sites 
of  houses  at  Clive  and  Trees  had  started,  3 2  at  Trees  and  2  at  Clive.

During  the  year  91  nuisances  were  .boated  when  owners  had  been  informed 
by  personal  visits  or  letters.  The  number  of  nuisances  reported  to 
one  Council  were  6.  A  careful  -  atch  has  to  be  kept  on  a  nuisance  which 
periodically  occurs  from  the  sewerage  disposal  works  at  a  farm.  At 
present  the  nuisance  has  been  abated.

The  wells  at  the  Council  Houses,  Coton,  Edstaston,  Tilstock,  and  drove 
Cottages  were  analysed  during  the  year  and  found  satisfactory.  Certain 
recommendations  made  for  the  improvement  of  the  structure  of  the  wells 
have  been  carried  out.  There  are  still  several  wells  which  require  to 
be  cleaned  out  and  improvement  made  to  the  quality  of  the  water,  but 
owing  to  shortage  of  labour  this  work  is  still  pending.
